O peration of the farm relief scheme evolved by congress and turned 
over by It to tlie tender mercies of the farm board has now reached th a t 
stage where it m ay safely be said th a t the plan and not the board has 
failed. 
A good deal of the yawping about the board is due to blighted 
hope.s and the frantic h u n t by the farm -politicians for an alibi for the 
failure of their pet panacea. 
Nor is the plan a total Ic.'^'s. The board with the help of the public 
funds placed at its dispo.sal for farm loan purposes has been able to aid 
a num ber of key agricultural interests, including cotton, corn, grapes and 
dairy farm ing. 
Because it was only partly successful in its w heat res­ 
cue efforts, lias it been condem ned by its own makers. 
While it was buying w heat and accum ulating ih a t 200-million re ­ 
serve. the board was able to m aintain an artificial price of 82 cents bushel 
a t a time when there was enough w heat In the world to force th e price 
down to 60 cents or low'er.

Richards Tells How 
To Alleviate Fungus

Howard Richards, civilian member 
o fthe municipal golf cour.se and who 
might pa.s.s very well, as the result 
of his experience with greens as a 
“grassologist,” today was questioned 
about the brown spots and patches 
which prevail on most of the lawns 
in the city.

The brown spots or patches is 
fungus. 
It is caused whenever one 
forces greens and lawns with fer­ 
tilizer which results ;n excess ni­ 
trogen. 
This added to dew brings 
on the fungus, which kills the grass, 
and causes the brown spots and 
patches. 
He said there are two kinds of 
fungus, one as small as a silver 
dollar and the other, patches. 
“The treatment is to brush off 
the early dew . then use a mixture of 


corosive 
sublimate 
and 
calomel. 
This sometimes is known as Colo- 
Clor and it is used by mixing three 
ounces in 50 gallons of water and 
using all the 50 gallons to spray 
1000 square feet of lawn. The lawm 
should be wet down good with a 
hose spray after treatment. 
About 
10 days later the process should 
be repeated,” said Richards.

The proportions of an infant are 
not the sam e as those of an adult. 
The head is relatively very large. It 
is about a quarter the length of the 
entire body. 
An adult so fashioned 
would be a ludicrous sight, much 
like those figures with huge papier 
rnache heads worn on feast days in 
European countries and occasion­ 
ally seen in the news reels. 
Com­ 
pared to the in fan t’s head propor­ 
tions as one-fourth the entire height 
of the body, the adult’s head Is one- 
seventh. 
The baby’s chest is very much 
sm aller in proportion to the head 
and abdomen than the adults’ . At 
birth the head has a larger circum ­ 
ference than the chest, but by the 
end of the first year they should be 
the same, and after th a t the chest 
should always be greater in circum ­ 
ference than the head. 
The head, however, in spite of its 
relatively large size at birth, grows 
rapidly for the first few years of 
life, 
it grows on the average of five 
inches in circumference 
the 
first 
year and then an inch the second 
and third years, after which it does 
not grow more th an an inch and a 
half up to 13 or 14 years, after 
w hich no growth a t all occurs. 
In actual figures the circum fer­ 
ence of the head is about 13 inches 
a t birth, 18 inches a t one year, 19 
inches at two years, 2 G , h inches at 
three years, 21 at five year and 21 Vi j 
a t 13 years. 
This rapid early growth and sub- ; 
sequent retardation is natural enough 
w hen you rem ember what happens j 
to the bony skull in those periods.! 
The “soft spots" on the baby’s head 5 
allow for the growth and expansion j 
of the skull. 
The lines where the 
skull bones join, of which the s o ftj 


spots are crossroads, are m ade of 
soft cartilaginous tissue early in life 
and grow rapidly to accommodate 
the brain growth. 
There are two 
soft spots, called fontanelles. 
The 
small one at the back of the skull 
is closed up with bone during the 
second or third m onth of life. 
The 
larger one forward does not close 
until between the 
15th and 20th 
m onths of life. 
If the large fcnta- 
nelle does not close by the 20th 
m onth it is a sign of rickets, and 
should call for expert exam ination 
and treatm ent. 
By the 20th m onth the cartilage 
along the jointure lines of the skull 
bones is replaced by bone, and the 
skull and the contained brain grows 
then only very slowly until adult 
life. 
Thm internal structure of the brain, 
however, 
becomes 
more 
complex 
w ith bewildering rapidity in th at 
time. 
Reflex paths are opened up 
and cell connections formed for life.

As the regim ent moved into the 
field, it w-ax h it by a surprise a t­ 
tack from the planes in which the 
airm en became technical victors.
